Members  of  Saxonburg  school 
board  voted  to  approve  the  in- 
surance plan  for  school  children 
and  teachers,  presented  at  Tues- 
day’s meeting  by  Harold  Cullen, 
P-TA  president. 

The  plan  provides  payment  of 
medical  expenses  up  to  $2,000 
for  accidents  occurring  to  chil- 
dren going  to  or  from  school 
and  on  the  school  premises. 

In  addition,  the  plan  carries  a 
$7,500  insurance  policy  and  loss 
of  limb  or  sight  benefits.  Cost  is 
$1.25  per  school  year  per  pupil. 

Letters  will  presently  be  sent 
to  each  parent  signed  jointly  by 
the  board  and  P-TA  explaining 
the  coverage  and  giving  parents 
the  opportunity  of  having  their 
child  insured. 

Routine  business  discussed  at 
the  meeting  included  the  pur- 
chase of  a flag  for  school 
grounds  and  an  aluminum  lad- 
der for  use  in  the  school. 

Robert  Sarver  was  authorized 
to  purchase  valves  to  repair 
leaky  drinking  fountains  in  both 
schools. 

John  Thompson,  board  presi- 
dent, stated  that  the  survey  now 
in  progress  will  soon  be  com- 
pleted. Copies  of  findings  of  Dr. 
M.  J.  Thomas,  of  University  of 
Pittsburgh  will  be  available  to 
all  district  residents.

In  addition,  the  development  of 
farm  machinery  helped  release  the 
young  people  from  the  fields,  and 
give  them  more  time  for  education. 
Also,  at  Dr.  Connell’s  request,  a 
bill  was  passed  in  Harrisburg,  es- 
tablishnig  definite  requirements 
for  the  length  of  the  school  year. 
Prior  to  the  passage  of  that  bill, 
local  school  boards  had  been  per- 
mitted to  cut  the  required  days 
of  school  attendance  to  70  per 
cent  of  the  140  days  then  establish- 
ed for  the  school  year. 

With  compulsory  education  for 
teen-agers  finally  established  by 
the  state,  Dr.  Connell  turned  his 
attention  to  the  curriculum  provid- 
ed for  students  under  his  jurisdic- 
tion. He  broadened  the  program 
and  attempted  to  promote  better 
teaching  methods,  by  frequent 
Visits  to  district  schools.
